MERCHANTS TO AID 
PARKING PROBLEM 



New Rules to Relieve Conges- 
tion Suggested at 
Meeting. 

WOULD SHIFT BUSSES 



Parking — that modern problem 
which is increasing daily, was taken 
up in an intensive meeting by 21 
Narberth business men Thursday 
night. 

The meeting, held in the office of 
John A. Caldwell, was under the 
chairmanship of Chris Koch. Ralph 
S. Dunne, president of the Narberth 
Civic Association, acted as secretary. 

A desire to co-operate with Coun- 
cil, and to give the councilmen the 
benefit of their close contact with 
the parking situation, prompted the 
merchants to take united action. 
Several of the business men have 
been studying traffic and parking for 
many months in order to arrive at 
a possible solution. 

Several plans were offered, and 
the best features of two of them 
were incorporated into the final 
scheme, which was adopted without 
a dissenting vote. The plan, which 
involves new parking laws, a re- 
routing of busses, and individual 
co-operation, includes the following 
. points : 

Busses to be slightly re-routed 
so that there shall be only one-way 
bus traffic on Haverford avenue. 
The west-bound busses would come 
down Narberth avenue to Haver- 
ford and 0af Haverford to Essex 
'as at present, stopping only opposite

The east-bound busses would be 
taken off the business section of 
Haverford avenue, running on Es- 
sex to Windsor, then out Windsor 
to Narberth, down Narberth to 
Haverford and out Haverford ave- 
nue as at present. The only stop 
would be at Crane's drug store, 
where a no-parking zone would be 
established' to provide a loading sta- 
tion. Provisions would be made for 
passengers to wait indoors at either 
of the two drug stores, thus pro- 
viding stations for inclement weath- 
er. 

Angle parking, eliminated in the 
new rules put in operation last 
month, would be restored. The 
plan suggests that 45 degree parking 
be permitted for one hour only on 
the north side of Haverford ave- 
nue. Parallel parking to load and 
unload only would be allowed on 
the south side of the street. Paral- 
lel parking, unrestricted, on the 
side streets. 

A further feature of the plan calls 
for full co-operation by the busi- 
ness men. The merchants present 
at the, meeting agreed to restrict the 
time their, delivery trucks were 
parked in front of the stores, so as 
to keep things moving. They also 
promised to park .their private cars 
on side streets, so as further to re- 
lieve the congested conditions. 

A committee of three, consisting 
of Chris ,Koch, George M. Dando 
and Ralph S. Dunne was appointed 
to meet with the Highway Commit-

In the HI voting sections mak- 
ing up the Third District, 67 of 
them went over to Wilson in the 
Senate fight. This is an average 
of 67 per cent. 

In the 24 districts of the First 
District, of which Lower Merion 
and Narberth are the prominent 
parts, 10 districts deflected for an 
average of 41 per cent. 

The greatest constancy to the 
Republican straight ticket was 
shown in the Second District, 
which is made up largely of Nor- 
ristown and Conshohocken.

; |The first complaint against Nar- 
berth's proposed shingle ordinance 
was made Monday by T. Noel 
Butler, leading opponent of Anti- 
Wooden Shingles laws, following 
publication last week of a state- 
ment that Borough Council will 
soon arrange a hearing. 

Council has had the proposed 
new ordinance under considera- 
tion for some time. At its July 
12th meeting it was decided to 
acquaint the public with all avail- 
able information, and to have a 
fair, .hearing, for any opposition 
that might arise. Mr. Butler's let- 
ter follows: 

Borough Council has before it once 
again a proposed Anti-Wooden Shin- 
gle ordinance, thus presenting to all 
home owners a matter which should 
have most earnest consideration. Sim- 
ilar ordinances have been twice be- 
fore Council in the past five or six | 
years, but in each instance what seem- 
ed to be the better judgment prevailed 
and the proposals were defeated. 

The ordinance, as now understood, 
would seem not only to ban wooden 
shingles in new construction, but 
would prevent repairs to shingle roofs 
when exceeding 15 per cent of the roof 
area. Further, it would require that 
all present shingle roofs shall be re- 
placed by other so-called non-inflam- 
mable roofing within the short space 
of 20 years.

While Congressman William S. 
Vare, candidate for the United 
States Senate and the entire Re- 
publican ticket were riding to vic- 
tory in the State at the fall elec- 
tion Tuesday, Lower Merion, Nar- 
berth and all of Montgomery 
countv ror the first time In the 
memory of the oldest inhabitants 
were giving pluralities to a Demo- 
cratic candidate for the Senate. 
William B. Wilson, representa- 
tive of the minority party, beat 
Vare in Lower Merion by 46 
votes, and in Narberth by 318 
votes. Then he went into the 
county to capture that from Vare 
by a majority of nearly 1500. 

That the defeat of the Con- 
gressman here was due to his per- 
sonal unpopularity with the voters 
and cannot be attributed to any 
changing party allegiance of the 
dyed-in-the-wool Republicans that 
inhabit this rock-ribbed Republi- 
can sector, is shown by the fact 
that the rest of the Republican 
ticket was given the usual sweep- 
ing majorities in the county at 
large as well as in Lower Merion 
township and Narberth Borough. » 
In Lower Merion and in Nar- 
berth, the Republican candidates 
for Congress, Henry W. Watson, 
and for Assembly, Fred C. Peters, 
ran a bit behind the leaders of the 
State ticket due to complimentary 
votes which were given 'to.. their., ~ 
local Democratic opponent^ 
These were Richard J. Hamilton, 
of Ardmore, president of the Mer- 
ion Title and Trust Company and 
member of the Lower Merion 
School Board, who opposed Wat- 
son and Edward S. Haws, former 
Narberth Postmaster, who ran 
against Peters. Watson, however, 
carried the county and the rest of 
the Ninth Congressional District 
easily, and Peters won handily 
over Haws to capture the election 
for the First Assembly district 
comprising Lower Merion, Nar- 
berth, Upper Merion, Bridgeport 
and West Conshohocken. 
Fisher Leads Ticket. 
Republican Governor-elect John 
S. Fisher led in the balloting in 
Lower Merion and Narberth, poll- 
ing a total of 5038 votes to the 
even 1200 of his Democratic op- 
ponent, Judge Eugene Bonniwell. 
James Woodward, candidate for 
Secretary of Internal Affairs was 
second in the total poll of these 
two' sections with 4983 to the 
Democratic Murphy's 1090. James, 
the new Lieutenant Governor, was 
given a total of 4957 to the 1033 
of Hackett, Democrat; James S. 
Boyd, Norristown State Senator 
candidate, got 4687 to Harvey 
Plummer's 1338; Fred Peters, of 
Ardmore, who will succed Benja- 
min H. Ludlow as Assemblyman 
from the First district, polled 4429 
to Haws' 1558, and Henry W. 
Watson for re-election to Con-

Veteran of Many Wars Makes Visit 
to Narberth. 

Bom on April 14, 1805, in Eng- 
land, and still healthy and happy. 
That is the boast of Captain James 
W. Smith,- who dropped in to chat 
with several Narberth business men 
Thursday. 

Captain Smith is well known 
to a number of Narberth folks. He 
drops in several times a year, walk- 
ing about with the aid of a pair of 
old canes, and soliciting small funds 
for a Philadelphia mission in which 
he is interested. 

His claims are a bit startling to 
those of us who are content to die 
at about half that age. In his pock- 
ets are numerous documents to sub- 
stantiate his claims, including the 
statements of a minister who is said 
to have verified the facts in the case. 

He says he walks 30 miles a clay 
and smokes 20 cigars during the 
same period. 

He is against prohibition, feeling 
that it is wrong in principle and 
practice. 

He frowns on the dress styles of 
the modem young lady. 

He claims to be a veteran of the 
Crimean and Boer wars under the 
English flag and of the Mexican and 
Civil wars in America. 

He wears proudly the badge of 
the G. A. R. and lives comfortably 
on his service pensions. 

He speaks proudly of his pugil- 
istic ability, and offered to take on 
the editor for a couple of rounds. 
At the age of 79 he offered to stand 
up for four rounds against the 
mighty John L. Sullivan for a prize 
of $1000, which he captured after 
six rounds. 

His wife died several years ago 
at the age of no, and he proudly 
exhibits pictures of grown-up great- 
grandchildren. 

Such is the story of the k«en-eyed 
old gentleman who passed through 
Narberth Thursday. The editor 
can recall only two stories to beat 
his. One is the tale of Methuselah 
in the Bible. The other is the fas- 
cinating "Ring of Thoth," by Sir 
Arthur Conan Doyle, Certainly it 
is interesting to talk to a man who 
can boast of being old enough to 
vote for the past 100 years!

ilton's 2155. 

These totals are for the com- 
bined votes of Lower Merion and 
Narberth. For more definite in- 
formation as to votes in each dis- 
trict, the table given elswhere in 
these columns may be consulted. 

The vote in the Senatorial con- 
test was in Lower Merion, Wil- 
son 2399, Vare 2353; in Narberth 
it was Wilson 680, Vare 362. The 
total combined vote for these two 
sections in the Senate fight were 
Wilson 3079, Vare 2735, or a total 
plurality in Lower Merion and 
Narberth for Wilson of 361. 

While there were more Demo- 
cratic votes cast here in the elec- 
tion than there have been in years, 
the vast majority of the ballots 
cast for Wilson were from Repub- 
licans who split their ticket on 
Vare. 

Split Right and Left. 

An idea of the extent to which 
the local electorate cut their tick- 
ets on Vare may be imagined when 
it is learned that out of the 707 
ballots cast in Cynwyd on the 
Senatorial voting over 400 were 
split. In West Ardmore workers 
at the polling place reported that 
two-thirds of the votes were split 
and similar proportions were re- 
ported in all other districts of 
Lower Merion and in Narbeth. 

The extent to which the anti- 
V'are feeling carried is shown by 
some of the demonstrations made 
by the voters while marking their 
ballots. In one district a voter 
ran a line through Vare's name on 
the ballot and in another two put 
interrogation marks after his 
name. 

Narberth as predicted before 
the election last week went over 
solidly to the Democratic Sena- 
torial candidate. Women voters 
outnumber the men, in this bor- 
ough, and this is attributed as one 
reason for the unusually inde- 
pendent leanings which this sec- 
tion has shown in the past. 

But whether the women were 
to be blamed for it or not, the fact 
remains that all three of the Nar- 
berth election districts turned out 
pluralities for Wilson. In District 
1 he beat Vare by 180 votes, in 
District 2 bv 58 and in District 
3 by 80. 

Narberth, which is also the 
home of the Democratic Assem- 
bly candidate, Edward S. Haws, 
again strayed from the Republi- 
can column in the voting for this 
office. The first district and the 
third gave Mr. Haws pluralities, 
but the other, the second, remain- 
ed faithful to the Republicans and 
Fred Peters by two votes. The 
two Narberth districts incidentally 
were the only ones in the 24 of 
the first district, comprising Nar- 
berth, Lower Merion, Upper 
Merion, Bridgeport and West 
Conshocken, which Mr. Peters 
did not capture in his successful 
contest for the Assembly berth. 
Hamilton Runs High. 

Narberth, while it did consider- 
able jumping around in the Sena- 
torial and the Assembly contest, 
stuck by the Republican organiza- 
tion in the contest for Congress- 
man. Every one of the three dis- 
tricts turned in for the veteran 
Henry W. Watson, Republican. 
Richard J. Hamilton, Ardmore 
banker, who opposed Congress- 
man Watson on the Democratic 
side of the fence, however, ran 
well, and in District 3 lost by 
only 1 vote. 

Fred Peters, despite his losses 
in Narberth to Haws, ran higher 
in Lower Merion and Narberth 
than Congressman Watson did, 
and in the Lower Merion districts

alone he beat both Watson and 
James Boyd, State Senator candi- 
date in the voting. Congressman 
Watson, in the primaries, was un- 
opposed for renomination and 
here was high man on his ticket in 
the spring voting. 

The polls, as usual, opened at 
7 A. M. Tuesday morning, but 
there were few votes cast before 
afternoon. The biggest rush in 
nearly all districts took place be- 
tween 4 and 6 P. M. 

The voting Tuesday, due to the 
quietness of the campaign and to 
the fact that many Republicans 
stayed away from the polls rather 
than cut their ticket on Vare, was 
light as anticipated. In Lower 
Merion, where there were 13,641 
voters registered and eligible to 
take part in the election, only 
4881, or about 30 per cent., cast 
ballots. 

In Narberth the turnout was 
slightly better. Of 2623 eligible 
voters 1076 or about 41 per cent, 
appeared at the polls.

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CHILDREN'S BOOK WEEK 



Special Display of Reading Matter 
for Children at the Library. 

"Children's Book Week," estab- 
lished seven years ago to promote 
interest in the right reading mat- 
ter for children of all ages, comes 
next week, and the Narberth Com- 
munity Library will co-operate to 
the extent that is possible. For 
that purpose there will be on dis- 
play a collection of new books for 
young readers, many of them re- 
cently purchased from funds ap- 
propriated by the Narberth school 
directors. 

The collection displayed at the 
local library cannot, of course, be 
as complete as those that will be 
shown in city libraries, but it will 
conform in so far as possible to 
the purpose of the week, which is 
to present a model of what every 
week in the year should be; that 
is, an opportunity to place before 
the child just the right kind of 
book for his development. This 
means, of course, the book that 
students of childhood have agreed 
upon as being stimulating to his 
mental growth and at the sarny 
time agreeable to his taste. 

Memberships in the Library As- 
sociation run with the calendar 
year, according to association by- 
laws, and notices will be going 
out soon to all annual members 
reminding them of that fact and 
urging them to renew their mem- 
berships. While the money de- 
rived from the members' dues is 
a valuable source of income, still 
the sense of personal interest and 
support, which the membership 
enrollment indicates, is perhaps 
even more valuable in the direct 
, .stimulus it gives to the volunteer 
staff who keep the library going.

such are admirable ordinances. Coun- 
cil has in the past adopted many 
worthwhile regulations, but this one, if 
adopted, will not, in the writer's opin- 
ion, be one of them. A fire hazard 
classification should describe the re- 
quirements which the material should 
pass instead of the material itself. The 
desirability of such a basis is evidenced 
by the fact that composition -roofing 
materials (Class "C", underwriters' 
specifications), allowe.1 to be used un- 
der the proposed ordinance, have all 
degrees of inflammability. 

The impression seems to obtain in 
some quarters that the adoption of 
such an ordinance will, serve to raise 
Narberth's classification from Class 
"E>"', to Class ."13", or possibly Class 
"A ,r , and thus' shade' down the cost of 
insurance. ■ ; Will it ? It will not. Have 
the. niidertyaiitcrs- given. any written as- 
surance or ^promise, of such a revised 
classification?. It would be most un- 
usual;' to put it courteously, should 
they do so.' Suppose the classification 
were changed — the result would be a 
saving of perhaps less than $5 on a 
five-year policy covering the average 
home. But consider the facts as they 
relate to' a change in classification and 
figure the probabilities yourself. In 
determining the rating classification of 
a town the underwriters use a 
schedule of many items, crediting a 
relative number of points to each item 
of the schedule. Condensed, this 
schedule is as follows: 
Water supply, hose stream 

basis 2000 points 
Fire Department, hose stream 

basis 1200 points 
Fire Alarm System 5.")0 points 
Police Department 50 points 

Building laws 200 points 

(38 points in this 200 apply to 
shingle ordinance) 
Hazards 300 points 

Structural conditions 700 points 

Total 5000 points 

Thus you will see an ordinance such 
as is proposed is worth 38 points out 
of a total of 5000. 

Fire statistics show the great bulk 
of fires originate within the building — 
the contents of the building and care- 
lessness are the great fire hazards — 
the roof is a minor risk, and certainly 
the shingle roof is no more of a risk, 
if as much, than the so-called "fire- 
proof" composition roofing, any num- 
ber of makes of which can readily be 
ignited with a match, and which are 
to be permitted use on the borough 
homes. 

The shingle makes a roof of beauty 
and. utility — many classes of architec- 
ture require its use and .the beauty of 
the town would be marred by its 
forced elimination. 

I. could write a letter so long that 
no one would read it, but that would 
defeat my aim. Hence many argu- 
ments against the ordinance which 
present themselves have been omitted 

It does seem desirable, however, 
that home owners should give the 
subject earnest thought. Council has 
announced that a public hearing on 
the bill will be held shortly. The ac- 
tion of Council will .undoubted!" re- 
flect the opinion of Narberth as it may 
be expressed at the public hearings' 
therefore, let that opinion be .express- 
ed not only by the builders, the archi- 
tects, the roofers, but by. the in 'ividual 
home owners.
